plate the plotare. In the centre of the hall isn
fountain which plashes musically, and at the
fool of the stage stands a fine aquarinm oon.
tainipg a number of gold fish, The gallory
urns are filled with evergreens, and from the
galleries and gas fixtures depend a nuamber of
large hanging baskels of plants and flowers
At the upper end of the hall there 1s a beautl-
ful floral device of pyramidal form, arranged
by Mr. Grabam, and on the north and south
'mides are similar pyramids, contributed re.
gpeolively by D. McQueen, gardener to Joshua
Longatreth, Esq., Tarner's Lane, andJ, B, Mer-
riok, Esq., Roxhorough. Noar the contre of the
hall, on the north side, Is a handsome devioe of
‘vine-cuvered rastic-work supporiing an arch of
flowers. The task of arranging the decorations
of the hall was entrusted on this, as on former
oceasions, to Mr, M. Bouthwood, of No, 17
North Eixth street,

Arranged upon the north side, and occupying
nearly the entire lenglhof the hall, is & valuable
and interesting collection of varlegated plants,
farnas, éto., contributed by Joseph Bevls, gardener
to Dr, Willlam Camao, These are earlous as
well as beautiful, Two tables near the enst end
of the hall are filled with similar prodaotions
of the gresnhouse, ex hibited by Robert Bulss,
Br,, of the Rosedale Nurseries, Bixly-seventh
sireet and Darby road., Mr, H, A, Dreer makes
a fine display with fifty varietles of cut flowers.
some beautiful specimens of verbenas, double
winnias, dahlias, tritonias, ete, Mr. Masham, of
Germantown, and Gebhard Huster, gardener Lo
J. B, Heyl, Esq., also have handsome oollec-
tions of cut flowers. Mr. Huster, in addition to
these specimens from his greenhouse, exhibils
some fine speclmens of garden vegetables, and
& large assortment of cholee varieties of grapes
Mr., Gerhard Schmits, Broad street, below
Passyunk road, has & filne assortmeny of
dabllas, Mr. Schmilz has 8 passion for Lhese
flowers, and he grows nothing else, One large
varlegated dahlia which he exhiblis is very
handsome. Two beauntiful bridal bouquets
oome from the Drybough Gardens, Nineteeath
street and Rldge avenue.

As a branch of horticulture grape-growing 1s
geoliing to be more important every year,
although it is only within a compnratively
recent period that much attention has been
given to the subject In this ecountry, The finest
display is that made by Knox, of Piltsburg,
who has a large pyramidal structure covered
with specimens from his vineyards. This col-
lection has sixty-lhree different varieties In it,
comprising nearly all the native grapes thatl
are cultlvated, Messrs. J. W. Mitohell, O, W
Peale, E. W. Hersline, and others, and the
Agricultural Bureau at Washington, exhibit a
a large assortment of Maxatawney,
Adirondack, lowa, Calabria Musoat,
Musoat Hamburg, Black Hamburg, White
Byrian, Black Prince, and other cholce
varietles. Bome of the bLunones are lmMmense
with large, plump berrles, which Indicate ex-
treme care in the oultlvation. The display of
peaches is not large, but the few on exhibitlon
are fine looking, In the way of fruits there are
specimens of varlous kinds of apples, pears,
quinoes, elo., most of which are of superior size
and flavor.

The vegetables are arravged on the south side
of the hall. The largest collectlon I8 thatl from
the gardens of Anthony Felton, near Belmont.
In this sssortment are included some huge
French beets, €Eg - plants, tomatoes,
beans, oeras, cabbages, sweel corn, pota-
toes, ete. One moderate-sized tub full of
8 new varlelty of potatoes 18 valuad
at fifty dollars—rather more than most of our
economical housewives would be wllling to
pay, we fanoy. Messra. Charles Armor, Donald
MoQueen, and J. Mitehell all make creditable
exhibitlons of the producis of thelr gardening

sklll, Lorin Blodgett, ¥sq., has a wall-grown
tomato vine, eleven fest high,; thickly hung
with fruit, and David White, Esq,, exhibits
some sweel polatoes of unusual slze, Among the
curiosities in this department 15 an lmmense
pumpkin, which was ralsed in a box by Mrs,
A, George. This gigantic specimen, suggestive
of pumpkin ples enough to feed a regiment, is
sixty-seven and three guarter inchesin length
and forty-one and & half inches io girth,

Besldes Lhose that we have mentioned Lhere
are many small lols of frults, flowers, and
wvegetables, whioh are worthy of the attention
of the visitors, and our cltizens will find 1t lsa
pleasant as well as a profitable employment
to spend a few hours atv Horueultaral Hall
during the continuance of the pressnt exhibl.
tion. The sum of six hundred dollars has been
appropriated by the Hortloulitural Soclety for
prizes which will be distributed at the close of
the exhkibitlon on Friday eveunlng In the
meantime the hall will be open day and even-
ing, Aand we hope Lthat those who visit the show
‘will enjoy the fine display of nature's produe-
tiops ilmproved by art as ouch as we did while
making our tour of observation.
